Washington, D. C, October 14, 
Wanted - 3, 000 practical farmers who 
would like to own homes of their own. 
The Government hat nearly 200,000 
•cres of land under the various irrigation 
projects throughout the West for which 
water will be available next season. 

The farm unit on these projects various 
In moat cases from 40 to 80 acres of ir- 
rigable land, depending upon location. 
In many sections a tract of grazing land 
has been includod in the farm unit 
wherever practicable, bringing the total 
up to 16O acres.

MEDALS FOR BRAVERY. 

Decorations That May Be Bestowed 

by Uncle Sam. 

Uncle Sam Is not averse to bestow- 
ing decorations, says the Philadelphia 
Press. While the constitution prohlb- 
its government otlicers from accepting 
orders from foreign governments, the 
president has the power to award In- 
signia, which mean considerably more 
than most of the stars, garters, etc., of 
the old world. These are medals for 

Besides the medals for conspicuous 
bravery lu battle and the decorations 
for life saving on the water, the chief 
executive can honor mcu and women 
who display heroism on the railroad 
lines of the country. 

Award of the decorations Is made by 
the chief executive on recommendation 
from the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. Applications must be accompa- 
nied by affidavits from eyewitnesses 
of the heroic deeds, and they must be 
approved by a committee of five of 



A bronze medal and a button of gold 
and enamel are the Insignia given. 

The medal is alwut as big as a silver 
dollar. On one side, the obverse, there 
figure of a man upon a railway 
track, with one knee upon a rock which 
blocks an approaching train. He is 
warning the trainmen by mean* of a 
brand. 

On the reverse side Is a laurel 
wrenth, symbolical of heroism. The In- 
scription. "The United States Medal 
For Life Saving on Kailronds." appears 
near the medal's rim, nnd within the 
wreath Is the following: "For Bravery.

HOW UNCLE SAM'S 
FORESTS ARE PRO- 
TECTED FROM FIRE. 

Nothing could better rail the atten- 
tion of thinking people to the necessity 
for the preservation of our natural re- 
sources than the great forest fires 
which have been so widely distributed 
throughout the country and have pWy- 
ed such havoc this summer. It is 
doubtful if the losses for the year 1908 
will ever be fully known, but a conser- 
vative estimate by Dr. W J McGrt, 
Krosion Expert; United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, places the aggre- 
gate loss in all parts of the country 
during these months of conflagration 
at $1,00 0,000 a day. 

In neatly every instance, probably 
in every instance, these devastating 
fires might have been prevented if the 
various states had provided an adequate 
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users of the forst were careiul 
to dispose of brush after logging so a* 
to prevent .he fpread of fires. S 
Uncle Sam has had a lot of work to W 
do en his National Forests iu the fire- 
ggfctlag line this year, but his work 
has shown goad results. Exclusive of 
the salaries of forest officers, the work 
of putting down fires on the National 
Forests for the year has costs the gover- 
nment »:t0, 000. This means protecting 
approximately lUK.OOO.COO acres. The 
value of the timber destroyed will not 
be known until the fire reports are 
made at the end of the year, though it 
is estimated that it will be larger than 
last year. But it will he insignificant 
when compared with the appalling fire 
losses outside of the National Forest* 
on unprotected areas, or with the 
destruction which would have come to 
the limber in the National Forests had 
they not been protected.

HUMAN MONSTERS. 

Degenerates Who Have Reveled in 
Deeds of Blood. 

No country is free from nightmare 
creatures, twisted natures apparently 
born without the slightest respect for 
human life. Some, indeed, seem ac- 
tually to take a horrible delight In the 
destruction of their fellow creatures. 
Such a one was Alfred Knapp, execut- 
ed nt Hamilton, O., In August, 1903, 
for the murder of his wife and four 
other women.
